In  eooneetion  with  the  matter, 
the  following  motion,  moved  by 
Dean  C.  S.  Quainton,  seconded  by 
Rev.  Canon  H.  V.  Hitchcox,  was 
passed  unanlmou.sly . 

"Tliat  the  Synod  conunends  the 
resolutions  and  report .s  of  the 
Lambeth  Conference  with  regard  to 
t))e  life  and  witness  of  the  Christian 
community  and  the  unity  of  the 
church  to  the  principal  study  of 
the  clergy  and  the  laity  of  the 
diocese.

BRITAIN  DISCARDS  FREB  TBADB 


What  in  its  impUcatlon-s  may  well  prove  the 
most  far-reaching  economic  move  made  toy  Orcat 
Britain  in  some  decades  was  heralded  yesterday 
by  the  announcement  made  by  Mr.  Neville 
Chamberlain  that  a  general  duty  of  10  per  cent 
ad  valorem  was  to  be  imposed  on  practically 
all  the  country's  imports,  the  tariff  to  become 
effective  on  March  1.  The  new  legislation  will 
meet  with  opposition  from  possibly  a  hundred 
Members  of  Parliament,  perhap.s  f.  wer.  but  Free 
Trade  has  for  all  practical  purposes  ceased  to 
IM  an  issue.  Its  supporters  have  been  on  the 
wano  for  several  years  past;  their  disappearance 
became  accelerated  when,  during  the  recent 
flnaaelal  crisis  in  Britain,  a  public  disclosure 
was  made  of  the  overwhelmingly  adverse  bal- 
ance of  trade  from  which  the  country  has  been 
•Vffarlng.  and  which,  before  the  National  Gov- 
ernment rame  Into  power,  had  been  growing 
steadily  heavier. 

Exenipt  from  Uie  10  per  cent  tariff  to  be  im- 
peded are  such  commodities  a.s  wheat  In  Rraln 
{orm^  meat,  fish  of  British  taking,  raw  cotton, 
raw  wool  and  tH.  The  ffOMral  10  per  cent  duty 
will  not  apply  to  goods  from  the  British  Domln- 
anri^nrilft    Tha  trade  relaUona  with  those 


countrlea— With  Britain  haTlhg  adoptod  t  poUey 

of  Protection  -will  be  discussed  and  agreed  U|Mxn 
at  the  forthcoming  Imperial  Conlerenee  at 
Ottawa.  In  the  meantime,  the  Overseas  Domin- 
ions and  India  will  have  the  prpferoiico  in  the 
British  market,  as  from  March  1,  that  is  Implied 
in  the  fact  of  a  general  10  per  cent  tartfT  agalnat 
all  foreign  countries. 

TTif  now  tariff  policy  is  devised  to  correct  Brit- 
ain's adverse  balance  of  trade.  Actually,  if  not 
specifically,  a  mandate  to  this  effect  was  given 
to  the  National  Governmont  by  the  electorate 
The  present  tariff  is  not  Intended  to  be  rigid 
"What  we  have  to  seek,"  says  the  Chancellor,  is 
a  flexible,  ela-stlr  plan  which  can  be  readily 
adapted  to  suit  changing  conditions."  In  effect, 
the  tariff  Is  to  be  devised  so  aa  to  suit  the  needs 
of  industrial  Britain  and  to  transfer  to  home 
industries  work  that  is  now  done  eU>ewhere. 
Moreover,  the  tariff  Is  devised  so  that  prefer- 
ences can  be  given  within  the  Empire. 

The  momentous  change  in  Britain's  policy, 
which  will  receive  overwhelming  approval  from 
Parllaipent,  Insures  success  attending  the  Im- 
perial Conference.  It  is  essential  that  Britain 
should  have  a  general  tariff  before  preferences 
can  be  given  within  the  Empire  aa  a  whole. 
What  has  been  done  reinforces  and,  indeed, 
makes  possible,  the  policy  of  reciprocal  traide 
relation.sliips  which  was  iidv(K-ated  by  Mr.  R.  B. 
Bennett  at  the  Imperial  Conference  held  in 
1930  In  London  He  thought  ahead  of  the 
course  which  Britain's  National  Government  has 
now  sanctioned.  In  this  he  displayed  statesman- 
like vision,  and  the  outcome  of  the  Imperial 
Conference  which  opens  In  July  next  will  be  a 
tribute  to  his  far-sightedness.  In  the  meantime, 
Britain  will  enter  upon  a  new  era  of  Industrial 
prosperity.  In  anticipation  of  her  general  tariff, 
many  lndu!»trles  of  foreign  countries  are  already 
planning  the  opening  up  of  factories  in  Great 
Britain.

BOW  BELLS 


Bow  Church,  Cheapslde,  one  of  London.s 
oldest  churches,  is  in  danger  of  destruction 
through  decay,  and  a  fund  Is  being  raised  for  Its 
restoration.  This  church,  in  the  public  mind.  h.TS 
always  been  associated  with  a  peal  of  bells.  Tho 
real  cockneys  are  suppoeed  to  be  bom  wHhln  the 
sound  ol  Bow  Bells,  but  for  a  long,  long  time 
this  has  been  merely  a  figure  of  speech.  The 
original  church  was  destroyed  in  the  great  fire 
of  18B6,  and  the  present  structure  was  erected 
by  plans  drawn  by  Christopher  Wren  in  1680. 
For  almost  S90  years  after  the  great  fire.  Bow 
Bells  were  .silent,  and  were  only  heard  again  after 
a  process  of  renovation  in  1905.  Now  they  arc 
silent  again,  because  some  of  them  are  cracked 
and  eroded,  and  a  braking  roof  In  the  etotpto  has 
weakened  the  belfry. 

The  history  of  the  church  of  St.  Mary-le-Bow 
goes  back  to  Norman  times.  The  first  structure 
was  erected  in  1890  and  the  arche.s  and  crypt 
of  that  building  still  exist,  for  around  them  tlie 
Wren  structure  was  raised.  The  preeeht  steeple, 
222  feet  high,  has  the  reputation  of  being  the

Besides  this,  they  annually  plunder 
from  us  $400,000,000  to  $500,000,000  in  the  names 
of  land  lax.  land  asse.s.sm^t,  or  various  other 
taxes;  $100,000,000  through  the  special  business 
tax;  several  doaen  of  million  dollars  in  the  specu- 
lative entorprlaei  and  other  profits.  Out  of  these 
economic  oppreeslons  the  loss  we  thus  aualaln 
does  not  fall  to  amount  to  $1,200,000,000."

POFULATION  AND  UNEM- 
PLOYMENT 

Sir.— I  read  with  groat  Interest 
and  amiL-ement  Mr  A.  R  San-! 
dcrs'  address  on  the  "World's  Pop- 
ulation Question"  at  the  Round 
Table  Club.  Can  anybody  seriously 
believe  the  depression  is  caused  by 
over-population?  There  la  a  big 
surplus  of  wheat;  the  price  has 
fallen  very  low:  then,  according  to 
Mr.  Sandcr.s'  exli  aoi  duiary  theory, 
if  there  were  lewer  people  in  the 
world  to  eat  It  the  price  would  rise. 

In  1938  America  had  a  popula- 
tion of  ISOMOMO  and  Canada  10,- 
000,000,  yet,  as  the  American  quoted 
can  prove,  thousands  were  pouring 
from  empty  Canada  Into  tlie  bet- 
ter-populated United  State.K 

Last  Summer  I  was  told  by  a 
captain  of  an  Atlantic  ILner  that  he 
was  taking  far  more  emigrants  back 
to  England  from  Canada  than  he 
was  taking  from  England  to  Can- 
ada. Here,  workmen  were  going 
from  the  nearl\-  cm;>ty  <"Ountry  to 
the  more  rieii.sely  populated  one. 

Again,  if  a  ,spHrsely  .settled  ( oun- 
try  offers  more  jobs  than  one  more 
populated,  AustraUa,  with  Its  5.400.- 
000  people  and  Ito  2.r74.000  square 
miles,  should  be  an  El  Dorado  for 
workmen,  yet  unemployment  there 
Is  as  bad,  if  not  worse,  than  In  any 
country  in  the  world.  If  the  scar- 
city of  population  means  Jobs  for  all, 
then  the  fertile  Peace  River  coun- 
try, at  preaent  lying  empty,  ahould 
offer  wonderful  Inducements  to  our 
unemployed,  yet  X  have  not  heard 
of  any  rush  Into  that  region. 

No'  When  an  Englishman  l.s  out 
of  worlc  lie  turns  to  I,ondoii;  an 
American  turn.s  to  New  York.  Chi- 
cago or  fioiiie  other  great  city;  for 
he  knows  by  Instinct  that  there 
are  better  chances  of  getting  a  Job 
In  a  large  eeatre  of  population  than 
elsewhere. 

It  is  the  absurd  fallacv  that  the 
fewer  people  there  are  In  h  coun 
try,  the  fewer  applicants  tliere  will 
be  for  each  job.  which  ha.s  been 
the  curse  of  Australia,  for  the  Aus 
trallan  workmen  have  insisted  on 
the  restriction  of  emigration  so  as 
to  keep  all  lo^  for  themselves.

Liverpool,  founded  by  the  But  In- 
dia OoMpany,  was  leased  to  Wil- 
liam Burrell  for  a  term  of  464  year« 
at  a  peppercorn  rent  The  yard 
had  only  been  running  a  few  years 
under  the  ntunagement  of  the  com- 
pany, but  business  men  who  made 
up  the  administratis  were  shrewd 
enough  to  set  that  the  way  they 
were  building  ships  was  ruinously 
expensive,  as  was  also  their  method 
of  owning  them.  So  thev  decided 
to  dispose  of  the  siUpyard,  while 
they  k^  a  etrain  aMaaiffo  of  oon 
trol. 

Burrell  only  held  t)ie  yard  for 
about  twelve  months,  and  then 
transfenrod  his  lease  to  other  par- 
ties for  a  rental  of  half  a  crown 
per  annum.  PlnaUy,  of  coui-ae,  this 
yard  wa.s  the  famous  ef.tabllshment 
of  Messrs  R  and  H.  Oreen.
